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DESPERATE. GAMBLERS 
‘WOULD TEMPT JUDGES 


Seek to Reach Magistrates in Ef- 
fort to Raise the “Lid.” 


WHOLESALE DEFIANCE OF LAW 


. Beventeen Dissatisfied Tammany Lead- 
‘ ers Said to be in Plot to Drive 
McAdoo from -Office. 


Made desperate through the determina~- 
tion of Commissioner McAdoo to keep the 
“lid” on tight, the gamblers and pool- 
foom keepers in this city have prepared 
for bitter warfare with the ultimate ob- 
ject of driving the Commissioner out of 
office, and making New York a wide open 
town. 

These plans were decided on by the leai- 
ing gamblers and the managers of the three 
®yndicates that control the pcoolrooms in 
the city when it was seen that the Eastern 
racing season was approaching without any 
indication that Mayor’ McClellan and his 
Police Commissioner intended to.relax their 
efforts in keeping the city clean. The first 
blow was to have been struck yesterday ‘by 
& wholesale opening of poolrooms all over 
the city, but the preparations had been a 
little too openly made, and the police as a 
result being in a position to forestall their 
plens, the opening movement has been Ge- 
ferred for & day or two. 

Several Tammany district leaders who 
Were powerful during the Van Wyck ad- 
ministration are chafing under the present 
State of affairs, and now assert they are 
strong enough to cause a revolt within the 
Organization, unless the policy of Mayor 
McClellan “is changed, which there is no 
sign of so far. 

According to gossip current among the 
gambling fraternity, the campaign was to 
be carried on by means of two simultaneous 
movements—open defiance by the gamblers, 
Which would keep the police busy, and an 
organization fight conducted by the district 
leaders. 

The story goes that these plans were de- 
cided on at a meeting held recently at the 
Morton House. Seventeen Tammany leaders 
were’ represented at this. meeting, and all 
agreed to stick with the syndicates in fight- 
ing McAdoo. It was agreed to open up New 
York more widely than ever, and take 
chances of being arrested. The Tammany 
leaders agreed to use their influence 
wherever this would do the most good, and 
the gamblers agreed to put up money to be 
wsed for counsel ‘fees and for furnishing 
bonds. 

It is alleged that it was even proposed 

make an effort, through the Tammany 
leaders, to reach the judiciary. The Magis- 
trates were to be approached and assured 
that 2 passive or friendly attitude toward 
the gainblers would assure reappointment 
@t the hands of Tammany, regardless of 
thelr politics. One Magistrate was men- 
tioned as already having been won over.

‘There were 60 poolrooms 
in Harlem that were taking no more pre- 
caution than to make sure that the face 
of an applicant for admission was a fa- 
mMiliar one, butin early all the other places 
nione but dyed-in-the-wool and vouched for 
“ steadies"’ cotuld get inside to make a 
bet. The number of handbooks, especially 
in the Tenderloin and adjoining precincts, 
was unusually large. 

All through the Tenderloin and West 
Forty-seventh Street precincts there were 
the usual police guards in front of houses 
Suspected of harboring -poolrooms and 
gambling resorts. Inspector Walsh, who 
is in charge of the district, and Capts. 
Cottrell and Hayes of the two precincts 
Were at work before daylight yesterday 
morning. Guards outside poolrooms in 
their precincts were ordered on duty at 
9 o’clock in the morning instead of at 
moon as usual in anticipation of the rush 
to open that would follow the first racing 
day at Bennings. The same measure of 
vigilance was the rule in other parts of 
the city. i 

In the Tenderloin alone more than thirty 
Piaces have been rented and fitted up for 
poolroom purposes in the last two weeks, 
and little secrecy has been observed in the 
carrying out of these preparations.. Many 
@wners found the policemen posted in front 


of their doors early in the mornin and 

decided to take no chances, an many 
or them went into the handbook business 
instead at nearby saloons, and in some 
cas@s on street corners.

the pastor of the Faust family, and-ar- 
ranged for the wedding there. The girl's 

trunk was spirited from the house without 
the parents’ knowledge, and expressed to 
the Hotel Victoria, New. York. Dr. St. 
Clair then waited at the parsonage for 
hours for his bride, but shé failed to ap-. 
pear. 

The clergyman then went to the Fausts 
and learned that the girl had told her par- 
ents about the proposed wedding to St. 
Clair and that the Fausts had very prompt- 
ly forbidden their daughter to wed the man. 
They also said that her age was only eight- 
een. When St. Clair was informed of this 
he had an attack of heart trouble and was 
taken to the Homeopathic Hospital, 

He said he met the young woman at @ 
party here eighteen months ago and had 
corresponded with her, and that he be- 
lieved he was telling the. truth at the time 
he had given her age as twenty-three. This 
afternoon the girl’s father swore out a war- 
rant for the young man, alleging perjury, 
and he was taken from the hospital to 
prison in default of $1,000 bail.

HURLED FROM MOVING TRAIN. 


Victim Rolls Into Harbor and Swims 100 
Yards with Broken Arm. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 24.—George 
H. N. Johnson, junior member of the firm 
of Hincks & Johnson, carriage manufact- 
urers, fell asleep while returning to this 
city from New York last night, and when 
the train reached here, at 12:30, he failed 
to awake. 

While the train was pulling out of the 
city, -however, he was aroused by the 
brakeman’s announcement that the next 
stop would be New: Haven, and rushed, 
half dazed by sleep, out of the car, to find 
that the train was just going over the 
rolling lift bridge. & 

A jolt.of the train threw him off the car 
platform, and he landed on the ties, sus- 
taining a compound fracture of the right 


Then he rolled off the bridge into-the’ 


harbor, and the shock of the sudden bath 

restored him completely to consciousness. 
Swimming with his left arm for a hund 

yards or more, Johnson reached the fender

He was carried to the railroad station in 
a freight car, and refused to have an ambu- 
lance called, taking a cab for his hotne, 
where a physician.attended him. 

Johnson is fifty years old and a thirty- 
third degree Mason. To-day he was fairly 
comfortable, though pneumonia threatens. 


TURNER ON KILLING RULERS. 


Says Every Man Must Judge for Himself 
Whether it Aids Anarchy. 


John Turner, released on bail pending a 
decision before the Supreme Court against 
the order of Secretary Cortelyou for his de- 
portation as a dangerous rson, delivered 
a philosophical address dt Cooper Union 
last night on “ Signs of the Times,” and at 
its conclusion a pale-faced young man in 
the large audience arose and asked: 

** Do you believe that the assassination of 
rulers helps forward the cause of anarchy 
and the rights of man?” 

Turner coritrolled himself: during the ap- 
plause following the question by a group of 
young men, most of them wearing specta- 
cles and long hair, and then, stepping to 
the front of the platform, cried out in a 
high-pitched voice: 

“Do © believe that the assassination of 
rulers helps forward the cause o: anarchy? 
That is a funny question. We must go way 
back into history, because we cannot go 


back to recent events. You must look into 
that yourselves. Every man must judge for 
himself, if w+ came down to deal with the 
present everybody -believing iu present in- 
stitutions would become excited... It be- 
longs to you io judge. The advocacy of 
these things 1 believe harmful, because I 
might be deported. The harmfulness of 
any one advocating the assassination of 
rulers is that it offers suggestions to other 
people. Any one doing this and remaining 
himself in personal safety is a coward." 

There were 2 wild burst of applause and 
cries of “Anarchy!” but most of the peo- 
ple, advocate: of most every theory of 
righting what they call their wrongs, re- 
mained silent. 

Turner’s lecture was chiefly. devoted to 
what he termed the supremacy of- individ- 
valism. ‘The highest dévelopment of the 
individual, he thought, was in the work of 
the co-operative societies, where the clev- 
erest of the workingmen had a chance to 
use their brai:s in making mutually pros- 
perous the labors of their associates.

Throw Vegetables When “Rags” 
Fails to Win Dancing Prize. 


POLICE -ARE CALLED

Wait of Half an Hour in West End 
Theatre Play Before Uproar 
Ceases. 


Catcalls, yells of disapproval, and vege- 
tables that had seen better days were in 
evidence last night in the West End Thea- 
tre when the judges of a dance did not give 
the prize to the gallery's favorite. * “In 
Old Kentucky” was being performed, and 
in the second act was a “ buck and wing 
dance,” open to all comers. “ Rags,” 
tattered small boy, who frequents the 
neighborhood of Eighth Avenue and One 
Hundred and -Twenty-fifth Street, and 
William Pennell, a negro’ boy, were the 
chief contestants. “‘ Rags” was the favor- 
ite of the youngsters in the top balcony, 
and when the judges announced that the 
negro had won the first prize the youthful 
gallery gods gave expression to their anger 
and disappointment in a violent manner. 

As a result of the disturbance the curtain 
had to be held down thirty minutes. The 
noise was not quelled until two extra po- 
licemen had been called into the theatre 
to help the two already there. Even then 
a compromise had to be made with the ty- 
rants up undor the roof, so Manager Blu- 
mentha! promised them that he would give 
mother contest Saturday night, when 
“Rags” might have a chance to regain his 
prestige as a dancer. 

The judges were ex-Aldermen Florence, 
Manager Blumenthal,- and “Col.” A. 
Noonin, a well-known Harlemite, They sat 
in boxes, and paid close attention to the 
dancing. They stuck to it that the negro 
had the better of it, even when the enthu- 
siastic followers of ‘‘ Rags’ made it clear 
they held a different opinion. 

The “buck and wing dance” is a feature 
of the show every Thursday night. No 
matter what the week’s play is the dance 
takes place just the same. The first prize 
is $10, the second $5, and the third $3. Much 
interest has been manifested of late among 
the boys of Harlem in the Thursday night 
sport, and champion dancers have sprung 
up and acquired large followings. The negro 
boy, Pennell, evidently had few friends 
last night, or élse they were unable to make 
themselves heard inthe din of the opposing 
faction. 

When the dance was over Manager Blu- 
menthal announced the decision of the 
judges, expecting it to be accepted with 
the applause that generally greets the win- 
ner of any contest, But he did not count 
on small-boy favoritism.. No sooner had 
the hameé of the negro come from his lips 
than the trouble broke loose. 

Time seemed to increase rather than al- 
lay the uproar. Then vegetables began to 
fall on the stage. It was at this juncture

BURTON NEEDED $70,000. 


Postal Detective Tells of interviews 
with Indicted Kansas Senator. 


ST. LOUIS, March 24.—The Government 
rested its case late to-day in the trial of 
United States Senator Jeseph R. Burton 
of Kansas, who is charged with having 
illegally accepted fees from the Rialto 
Grain and Securities Company of St. Louis, 

In concluding its evidence, the Govern- 


ment showed by the testimony of Chief. 


Post Office Inspector Cochran of Wash- 
ington that he had been requested by Sen- 
ator Burton to call at the Senator’s office 
on the afternoon that Senator Burton's in- 
dictment was made public in Washington. 

**I told him,” said Cochran, * that, as I 
had been a witness before the Grand Jury, I 
could not discuss the evidence. Burton told 
me that he had appeared before the Post 
Office Department not as a United States 
Senator,’ but simply as an attorney for 
the Rialto Grain and Securities Company.” 

J. H. Aubere, a newspaper correspondent, 
testified that he had obtained a dictated 
interview with Senator Burton at about 3 
o'clock on the afternoon that the indict- 
ment was made public. 

“Shortly after 9 o’clock that night,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Aubere, “‘ Burton visited my of- 
fice, and at his dictation I inserted the fol- 
lowing words: , 

*“*] did not act as an attorney for the 
Rialto Grain and Securities Company. be- 
fore the Post Office Department in any 
matters.’” 

Another witness, however, shed some in- 
teresting light on this point. He was Hec- 
tor McRea, who said that he was Controller 
‘¥ the Rialto Company on March 26, 1903. 
e testified: 

““T was called into the office of Mr. \Ma- 
haney, the Vice President, and there met 
Senator Burton. Mr. Mahaney, in the pres- 
ence of Senator Burton, told me that the 
Senator had severed his connection with 
the Rialto. Company, giving as his: reason 
that all matters before the Post Offiee De- 
partment had been cleaned up.”’ 

Inspector Cochran, recalled, stated that 
the time of his visit to Senator Burton was 
shortly after 5 o’clock on the afternoon 
that Senator Burton is alleged, to have 
given the interview to Mr. Aubere. 

The Inspector said that on Feb. 5, 1902, 
Senator Burton told him that he wished, to 
represent the Rialto Company in matters 
before the department, for which he was-to 
receive a large fee. He also said, according 
to the witness, that, he had consulted sev- 
eral of his colleagues in the Senate and 
that they had assured him that his con- 
nection with the Rialto Company was legal 
and that many Senators had increased their 
incomes in several ways. — 

Senator Burton, the Inspector’ said, told 
him that he had lost $70,000 recently, for 
which he was not legally responsible, but 
which he wished to repay, and ;that. his fees 
would revert to that use.

Louis XV. Specimen Sold: in London 
Will Probably Come to America.

LONDON, March 24.—Sixty-five, hun- 
dred pounds was paid to-day for a Louis 
XV. gold snuff box sold at auction at 
Christie’s. Duveen Brothers of London 
and New York were the purchasers. 

The box is oblong, with panels on the 
sides, top, and base of enamel painted 
with bouquets of flowers. It is the work 


of Hainelin, and was made in 1758. The 
frames to the panels, of scroll and shell 
work, are enriched with Brazilian dia- 
monds. 

It is expected that the box will even- 
tually find its way to the United States. 


The collection of French snuff boxes, the 
sale of which hegan in London on Tuesday 
and ended yesterday, belonged to the late 
c. H. T. Hawkins of 10 Portland Place, 
London. “It is believed to have been the 
finest prjfute collection in the world. 

The snuff boxes include some of the finest 
examples known of -the styles known as 
the Regénuce, pure Louis XV., gros Louis 
XV. and Louis.XVI. The boxes are in 
chased gold, in crystal and other hard 
stones, and in enamels of all kinds.

And at the 
performance last night he went throush his 
trick with the accustomed ease. He was 
hurt very slightly. 

When Ancilotti had his aecident yester- 
day it became known that he has an un- 
derstudy. Usually only one person with 
a show is prepared to do such a hair-rais- 
ing feat. The second man stands ready to 
“loop the gap” whenever anything hap- 
pens to the present performer. It seemed 
for a few minutes yesterday as if his ser- 
vices would be needed. 

“Well, I guesS he'll kill himself yet,” 
said a man connected with the show last 
night; speaking of Anciilotti. “‘ But he’s 


the one to decide whether he'll run the 
risk. It’s a question of nerve, and Ancilot- 
tis got it. The understudy says he is 
ready to do the trick for us, even if- Anci- 
lotti is killed at it.”

| ' LAKE REGION SWEPT 
BY DISASTROUS STORM 


One Person Killed and Twenty-five 
Hurt in Chicago Suburb. . 


HAMMOND, IND, ALSO HIT 


fers $25,000 Loss—Damage Reported 
in Wisconsin and Michigan. 


CHICAGO, March 24.—One of the most 
severe storms this city has known in many 
years passed over Chicago to-night. Great 
damage was done in the suburbs to the 
south of the city, and considerable loss was 
sustained north of the city proper. The 
storm, did not strike the business portion of 
the ¢ity in its greatest force. 

The town of Indiana MHarbor,. twenty 
miles’ southeast of Chicago, on the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern Railroad, 
was the heaviest sufferer, One man, L. 
Barker, the proprietor of a dry goods 
store, was killed and fifteen persons who 
were in his store when the storm struck 
were injured, some of them seriously. Ten 
other persons were hurt in the town. 

Barker's Store was entirely demol.shed. 
Eighteen residences were blown down, and 
several persons were -hurt in the ruins

Tt is almost impossible to obtain full de- | 
tails to-night because of the condition of 
the telegraph and telephone wires, nearly 
all of them being down for miles between 
Chicago and Indiana Harbor. 

All three of the hotels in Indiana Harbor 
were badly damaged, Green's Hotel, in par- 
ticular, being badly wrecked. One two- 
story frame building was turned entirely 
over. 

The storm created havoc in the town of 
Hammond, Ind. A _ number of residences 
were badly damaged, and two péopvle were 
injured, but not fatally. One end of the 
large plant of the Republic Iron and Steel 
Company was blown down, causing a loss 
of at least $25,000. A number of business 
houses. were unroofed, and the city to-night 
is in total darkness. 

In the freight yards of the roads running 
through Hammond great damage was done. 
Many cars were unroofed, blown over, and 

| the yards in many places were piled with 
wreckage. 

In Grand Crossing, eight miles south of 
the centre of the. city, a. number of build- 
ings were wrecked, freight cars blown 
about the yards, and the tracks of the rail- 
roads covered with débris-to such an extent

} eompelled to call upon their passengers to 
, assist in removing the wreckage from the 
| tracks so that the trains could proceed.

ing on it next Wednesday, its prospect of 
ge ting through the Assembly will be very 
slim.

Although the officials are slow to believe 
that Japan contemplates what it is asserted 
would be a violation of her pledge to re- 
spect neutral Chinese territory, the reports 
received are so specific that they compel 
consideration. The presence of disguised 
Japanese soldiers acting as spies along the 
Shan-hai-Kwan Railroad has been estab- 
lished, and Russian agents report that 
there is every indication of an intended 
landing on the west coast of the gulf. 

If the information received is correct the 
Japanese have discovered, it is said, that a 
landing on the peninsula is too hard a nut 
to crack, and have elected to land on the 
Chinese side, where there will be no army 
to repel them. Such a landing would give 
the Japanese possession of a splendid stra- 
tegic line by which to strike the Russian 
flank, and, if desired, to hold Peking in 
subjection. 

The Russians have little faith in the Chi- 
nese Generals Ma and Mu, who might dis- 
regard orders from Peking and join forces 
with the Japancse.

The Schlesische Zeitung learns that the 
Russian warship blown up by a mine 
outside Port Arthur on March 16 was 
the cruiser Bayan, and that the Bayan 
came into contact with a Japanese and 
not a Russian mine. 

According to the same authority the 
guns of the Retvizan and the Czarevitch 
have been landed, as both vessels, to- 
gether with the cruiser Pallada, are 
damaged beyond repair.

After pointing out that the Russian 
fleet is for the moment useless except to 
hold the Japanese before Port Arthur, 
Gen. Kuropatkin’s friend says: 

“This inferiority will not last forever, 
and the moment will come when the fleet 
will be of powerful assistance. I expect 
it will be the end of August when the 
new squadron puts to sea from Kron- 
stadt. They are working day and night, 
regardless of expense, and the number 
of workmen has been trebled. 

“The fleet will be accompanied by coal 
ships, and, together with the squadron 
of Admiral Wirenius, at present in the 
Red Sea, will give us in the Pacific a sup- 
plementary contingent of eight battle- 
ships, seven cruisers, and thirty-five tor- 
pedo boats. 

“It will raise the blockade of Port Ar- 
thur and thé balance of naval power will 
be reversed. To every Japanese ship we 
shall be able to oppose a ship and a half. 
We shall then claim of our sailors im- 
portant, decisive work. 

“ At that“same moment we hope, with 
the help of the Almighty, to have driven 
the Japanese out of the continent to the 
sea. We shall expect two things of the 
fleet—first, to sink all the Japanese 
transports, which will do what they can 
to take back the scattered regiments, 
and, second, to cover our own -transports, 
laden with Russian troops. 

“We shall go to Japan; remember that. 
Europe may talk, meddle, and act how 
and when she pleases. We shall not con- 
cern ourselves. about her. 

“It is at Tokio and nowhere else that 
we shall sign conditions of peace.” 

The correspondent who sends this tel- 
egram: adds: 

“That is what Gen. Kuropatkin said. 
I vouch for the truth of these statements, 
of which the Chancelleries can make 
their own profit.” 


MOSCOW, March 24.—It is said to be 
the intention of Russia to lay in consid- 
erable quantities of the best steam coal 
at Black Sea ports. It is pointed out 
that there is no risk in delivering car- 
goes of coal from Cardiff and elsewhere. 

It is reported that this coal will be 
loaded on vessels of the Volunteer Fieet 
and that they will be sent with an im- 
posing Russian fleet when it goes to the 
Far East later on.

Commission Hears Counsels’ Re- 
‘port on Measures in Senate. 


“TIMES SQUARE” IS URGED 


President Belmont Would Have Another 
Name for the Junction at Forfy- 
second Street. . 


At the meeting of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission, held yesterday afternoon, George 
L. Rives and Albert B. Boardman, counsel 
for the commission, made a réport on their 
work at Albany to bring about the passage 
of the commission's bills. ‘A communica- 
tion also was received from August Bel- 
mont, President of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company, asking that Long Acre 
Square be called Times Square, and that 
the subway station at Broadway and Forty- 
second Street be called Times Station. 

Before the meeting was called to order 
Controller Grout asked Mr, Rives concern- 
ing the chances of passing the bills which 
the commission caused to have introduced 
at Albany. Mr. Rives said he thought the 
legislators inclined to be reasonable, and 
that he had found Senator Elsberg ready 
to discuss the wishes of the board. 

“What about the suggestion that all par- 
ties decide on one bill covering all the 
points needed?”’ Mr. Grout asked. 

“‘Just before we were leaving Albany,” 
Mr. Rives said, ‘“ Senator Lewis said some- 
thing like that. He thought Mr; Parsons, 
Mr. Ford, Calvin 8S. Tomkins, and the 
board’s counsel would need an understand- 
ing.” ; 

“What are you going to do about it?” 
asked Mr. Grout. 

“Mr. Parsons goes to Panama on Satur- 
day, so that leaves him out, and I won't 
sit down with Ford at any time or place 
said Mr. Rives. “I shall be pleased to talk 
with Mr. Tomkins any time he chooses to 
call upon me.”’ 

President Orr called the meeting to order, 
and the Secretary read the letter from Mr, 
Belmont in regard to Times Square and 
Times Station. 

“The Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany,”’ wrote Mr. Belmont, “ desires, as far 
as it cay, to characterize its important dis- 
tributing stations by name where other 
converging transportation lines make such 
stations a centre, or if for any reason it is 
in the neighborhood of some conspicuous 
institution, like Columbia University. 

“No station on our route is Hable to be 
more active and important than that at 
Broadway and Forty-second Street. We 
are planning, in connection with THE TIMEs 
Building, © enlarge the station, and 
through Tue Times Building to have ac- 
cess to it from Seventh Avenue, Owing to 
the conspicuous position which THE TimMEs 
holds, it being one of the leading New 
York journals, it would seem fitting that 
the sguare on which the building stands 
should be known as ‘ Times Square’ and 
the station as ‘ Times Station.” ‘ Long Acre,’ 
the present name of the square, means 
nothing, and is not generally known 
throughout the city, I therefore, on be- 
half of the company apply to the Commis- 
sioners to use their influence with the city 
authorities to change the name of ‘ Long 
Acre Square’ to ‘ Times Square,’ and apply 
to your board for permission to name the 
station ‘Times Station,’ in . conformity 
therewith.” 

Controller Grout said that nothing could ' 
be done in the matter until action had 
been taken by the Board of Estimate and 
the Board of Aldermen to change the name 
of the square, when the Rapid Transit 
Board could then name the_station, 

Both Mr. Boardman ‘and Mr. Rives then 
were called: upon to report on their attend- 
ance ai Albany at the meetings of the Cities 
Committee o Senate on the Rapid 
Transit Commission's bills. Mr. Boardman 
said he believed the commission’s bills will 
be reported separately from the Elsberg 
bill, and that they will pass if the city au- 
thorities indicate that they so desire. 

Mr. Boardman said he arid Mr. Rives had 
objected to several proposed amendments to 
the bills, among them a provision for pipe 
galleries, and the board voted to approve 
their action. 

Mr. Boardman said he doubted the success 
of the Elsberg bills at the present session 
of the eae. and spoke of the oppo- 
sition that would come from the Consoli- 
dated Gas and like companies, which are 
compelled  ! a provision of the bill to put 
their pipes in the pipe lleries. 

Mr. Rives read a draft of the contract 
proposed by which the Belmont interests 
are permitted to extend their subway 
across the Brooklyn Park Plaza and down 
Flatbush Avenue to the Willink entrance 
of Prospect Park. 

Mr. Grout said he would not vote to ap- 
prove it unless the provision was eliminated | 
that permitted the operating company_ to) 
have a surface opening at the Plaza. Mr. - 
Parsons said the opening was not abso- 
lutely necessary, and it had been included 
in the plans and draft resolution only be- 
cause it had appeared in the orininel reso- 
lution, \which authorized building the 
Brooklyn subway to the Plaza.

QUAY PLEADS FOR INDIANS. 


Senator’s Successful Fight for Justice to 
the Cheated Delawares. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Senator Quay 
has won his fight for the Delawares, and 
the Indian Appropriation bill is to carry 
the item to vay the tribe $130,000, the esti- 
mated difference between gold and the 
greenbacks in which for fifteen years in- 
terest was paid on the debt for their lands 


in Kansas. 

There was opposition on all sides, but 
the Pennsylvania Senator, by a short but 
most impressive speech, broke down all 
objections. Said he: 

“The Delawares lived where I was born, 
and I have known them and about them 
all my life. They have been cheated every 
time they have had anything to do with 
the white man. Where Philadelphia now 
stands was once theirs, and by sharp deal- 
ing under the treaty made with them by 
William Penn whereby as much land as a 
man could walk around in a day was to 
be ceded by them, they were robbed of 
many millions’ worth of property. 

“In the last century they fought always 
for the United States, and every Delaware 
who could carry arms fought for the Union 
in the civil war. 

“They were robbed of their lands in 
Kansas, and are now living among the 
Cherokees, with neither lands nor money, 
poor, pitiful beggars of this Government 
for. what is rightfully theirs.”’ 

The most important feature of the Indian 
bill is the rudical legislation that has been 
placed in it in amendment on matters 
connectéd with the rights of Indians in the 
Indian Territory and Oklahoma. The scan- 
da] surrounding the Dawes Commission has 
been met by careful legislation. 

The President has taken a special inter- 
est in this bill, and he has insisted that 
the vexatious state of affairs in the Indian 
country should be set right. 


WILL NOT PROMOTE MILLS. 


Senate Refuses to “Jump” Him Over 
Ranking Officers.

\ tive Union Demanded. 


NO DISPUTE AS TO WAGES 


National Fire-Proofing Co. Suggests 
That Mason Builders Allow It to 
Come in as a Sub-Contractor. 


The gulf between the Mason. Builders’ 
Association and the bricklayers was wider 
than ever yesterday, and a revolution in the 
entire building industry was ireely pre- 
dicted as a result of the strike., The reports 
from the nine bricklayers’ unions in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx were to the effect 
that all have now officially indorsed the 
Strike and will remain out, they say, until 
the Laborers’ Protective Union is recog- 
nized. 

Denis C. Doris, delegate of Local No. 7, 
who is looked on now as the leader in the 
bricklayers’ unions, said yesterday: 

“Under no circumstances will the men 
‘weturn to work until ihe Laborers’ Pro- 
tective Union is recognized. There is now 
mo dispute as to wages Or hours of labor. 
We cannot work with hon-union men.” 

On the other hand conservative men in 
the bricklayers’ unions say that the mason 
builders by agreeing to restore old condi- 
tiems recognized the Laborers’ Protective 
Union. If this is the Cause of the continu- 
@mce of the strike they say then the strike 
instead of procuring recognition of the La- 
-Borers’ Protective Union is the most ef- 
fective means of making such recognition 


impossible. 


Im the meantime a more momentous 
Problem awaits the bricklayers. As the 
trade agreement in this city does not» ex- 
-pire until May 1, the Trenton resolution of 
the Bricklayers’ and Masons’ International 
Union providing that any contracting firm 
which observes union conditions can in- 
Stall the fireproofing the-resolution though 
not operative now will be operative on May 
1. Before that time the New York unions 
will have to decide on Whether or not the; 


will observe the resolution. If they disobey 
they must either resign or be expeiled from 
the international union. 

Late on Wednesday night Henry M. 
Keasbey, Vice President of the National 
Fireproofing Company, had a conference 
with some of the mason builders over the 
situation. Hc explained to them that the 
company did not cause the strike, and 
tried to convince them that the best thing 
to be done was to allow the company to 
come in as a sub-contractor for the instal- 
lation of the fireproofing. As matters 
lwoked yesterday, unless a settlement can 
be speedily reached between the Mason 
Builders’ Association and the bricklayers 
no action will be necessary to scatter to 
the winds anv resolution binding the brick- 
layers not to work -for the company. If 
the strike continues there can be no trade 
agreement on lay 1, und consequently noth- 
ing to prevent any outsider coming in to 
eontract for setting the fireproofing for 
reneral contractors outside the Mason 
suilders’ Asscciation who have no quarrel 
with the laborers. 

The Board of. Governors of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association yesterday 
appointed the following emergency commit- 
tee of twelve to deal with the emergency 
eommittee of the Mason Builders’ Associa- 
tion regarding the situation: J. R. Strong, 
Chairman; L. Harding, B. D. Traitel, G. A.

ent, John Eisele, and Charles L. Bid- 
itz. 

The following statement was made on be- 
half of the mason builders: 

“The mason builders are the’ general 
contractors, and on them the responsibility 
rests. We do not propose to divide the 
fire-proofing contract. As to the cement 
work, that is laid on the premises under 
our supervision.” 


QUEEN’S NINE-CENT. DINNER. 


Alexandra Eats with Factory Girls and 
Children in the East End of London. 


LONDON, March 24.—Queen Alexandra 
to-day paid an informal visit to the Alex- 
andra Trust, and there enjoyed a nine-cent 
dinner among the factory employes and 
children of the East End of London. 

The Queen has always taken keen inter- 
est in the institution; which was founded 
on her plan to give the poor the cheapest 
possible food.without savoring of charity. 
lier Majesty arranged to-day’s visit pri- 
vately with Sir Thomas Lipton, who is the 
principal contributor to the institution. 
A rumor of her Majesty’s coming partially 
leaked out and the dining room was packed. 
Among those present were John DL. Crim- 
mins of New York and Miss Crimmins, 
who had been let into the secret. 

Like a factory girl who had just preceded 
her the Queen went to the desk and asked 
fer eight dinner tickets, tendering half a 
erown. She was told that they would be 
gixpence more, which Earl de Grey prompt- 
ly contributed. 

The news of the identity of this extraor- 
dinarily young looking woman soon spread 
and the children crowded around her, curi- 
ously touching her Majesty’s dress and 
looking up in her face. The Queen saw two 
mites crying. 

**What is the matter?” she asked. 

They had lost their dinner ticket. 

Their grief was quickty turned to joy by 
ihe gift of a shilling from the royal purse. 

So thickly did the children, most of them 
typically ragged urchins of the East End, 
crowd around the royal visitor that one of 
the attendants tried to make a passageway 
for her. ; 

** Don’t. bother,"’ said the Queen. “I dig 
mot come here to disturb them.”

- Other Veterinarians to the Contrary. 


ALBANY, March 24.—Many horse owners 
of New York and Brooklyn appeared again 
to-day before the Senate Codes Commit- 
tee in opposition to the Armstrong anti- 
docking bill. On the other hand, several. 
hundred telegrams and letters urging the 
passage of the bill have been received by 
Senator Elsberg, Chairman of the commit- 
tee, 

Dr. Charles BE. Clayton,, a. New York 
veterinarian, testified to-day that the oper- 
ation of ‘‘docking”’ a horse was painless 
when performed in a scientific manner. He 
said he would advise the enactment of.a 
law which should prohibit the docking of 
any horse by others than veterinarians. 

“If properly performed,” said Dr. Clay- 
ton, ‘“‘an operation of docking is painless, 
rather like the feeling we have when we 
pare our fingernails. We use cocaine. The 
spinal cord does not*extend to the point 
where the tail is docked, and there is no 
consequent ill-effect or shock upon the 
nervous system.”’ 

“What percentage of docked horses die 
from lockjaw as a result of the, opera- 
tion?” asked Senator Armstrong. 

*“‘T shouldn’t say over 1 per cent.,”’ re- 
plied Dr. Clayton. ‘‘ Lockjaw comes from 
the germ of tetanus, which is more preva- 
lent in Long Island than in all the rest of 
New York State and more prevalent in 
New Jersey than in Long Island,”’ 

Senato# Armstrong fread letters from a 


number of veterinarians’ who said that 
docking was cruel, while President J. B. Y. 
Warner of the Humane Society of Roch- 
ester, representing also societies through- 
out the State, gave arguments in support 
of the measure. 

The bill will probably be reported. 


MORGAN PLEADS FOR HIS JOB. 


But Odell Is Likely to Remove the 
Superintendent of Elections.

ALBANY, March 24.—State Superintend- 
ent of Elections George: W. Morgan, who 
has been here for two days to see Gov.

SEES DANGER IN GAS BILL. 


Mr. Guy Thinks East River Measure 
Hostile to City’s Interests. — 


. Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 24.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Miscellaneous Corporations, to 
which was referred the East River Gas 
bill, will hold a hearing on the bill next 
Wednesday. 

Assistant -Corporation Counsel Guy re- 
gards the measure as dangerous to the 
city’s interests. The main purpose of it, 
he believes, is to give the Consolidated Gas 
Company a valid charter. Whether the 
company has such a charter since the mer- 
ger is open to grave question, Mr. Guy 
thinks. Said Mr. Guy: 

#‘I have heard it said that the wording 
of the bill has been changed this year in 
such a way that the promoters of it hops 
that it will not have to go to the Mayor 
this year as it did last. I do not believe 
that they have accomplished. that purpose.”’ 


EVIL HELP AGENCIES SCORED. 


ALBANY, March 24.—Employment agen- 
cise.conducted for fraudulent and immoral] 
purposes were exposed and denounced to- 
day by a number of persons from New 
York City interested in civic affairs before 
the Assembly Cities Committee. They urged 
a favorable report of the Finch bill regu- 
lating in detail the business of employment 


agencies. 

Among those who favored the bill were 
Canon William Shafe Chase, and Dr. Thom- 
as Darlington of the New York City Board 
ef Health. Mrs..Chandler, President of the 
Woman's Municipal League of New York, 
said that a girl was more likely than not 
to find herself in an evil resort if she 
sought employment recommended by an 
agency. 


WANTS ASSESSMENTS BACK. 


Western Union Asks Restitution for Al- 
leged Unjust Taxation. 


ALBANY, March 24.—Mr. Dickinson to- 
day introduced in the Assembly a bill de- 
signed to reimburse the Western Union 
Telegraph Company and its affilfated com- 
pany, the Gold and Stock Telegraph Com- 
pany, for taxes paid in the year 1881 on 
capital stock employed outside the limits of 
this State. 

The Western Union has sent to the Legis- 
lature a memorial declaring the taxation in 
question to have constituted an unjust dis- 
crimination against itself and praying that 


remedial legislation be enact@d. It is de- 
clared that such a method, if followed by 
every State, would result in double or 
quadruple taxation. Several bills have been 
offered in recent years to repay the West- 
ern Union, but none of them has become a 
law.

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COLER WARNS AGAINST RAMAPO 


Denounces Bill Preventing Acquisition 
of Dutchess County Water. 


Declaring that the Ramapo lobby is at 
work again at Albany and that it is back- 
ing the Smith bill to prohibit the City of 
New York from drawing water from certain 
streams in Dutchess County, Bird 8. Coler, 
ex-Controller and defeated Democratic can- 
didate for Governor two years ago, came 
out yesterday in a vigorous attack on the 
measure. He declared that the bill is mere- 
ly one of a series of shrewd moves by 
which the old Ramapo Water Combany 
seeks to force the city into making a long- 
term eontract with it. Later in the day 
Mr. Coler forwarded a letter to Mayor Mc- 
Clelian in which he attacked the meas- 
ure and called upon the city to block its 
passage. In this letter he said: 


Exponents of commerciulism in politics, in or- 
der to avoid public attention, time their attacks 
on the interests of the. people generally to either 
one of two.periods; they wait until matters of 
public and political interest. are little thought 
of, and when few are watching their acts, as 
in the Summer of 1899, when the passage of the 
original Ramapo contract was attempted by _,the 
old Board of Public Improvements; or they take 
advantage of some time as the present, when 
the public mind*is occupied with numerous 


questions. 

You are doubtless aware that the city is al- 
ready restricted from using the water of Suf- 
folk County for the Borough of Brooklyn, and if 
this restriction of the source of supply continues 
to be extended there will be only one source left, 
that which is familiarly known as the Esopus 
shed, claimed to be controlled directly by the 
Ramapo Company. While I think the claims 
of the concern are unconstitutional, yet so many 
acts restricting the city are being passed for its 
benefit by the Legisiature that at some time 
in the near future its so-called rights will be 
validated by an act, I sincerely trust that the 
tremendous iniquity of this bill can be presented 
to the people of the City of New York, and that 
a public sentiment will be aroused which will 
prevent the signature of the Governor of the 
State of New York to this bill. 


SULLY RUMORS DENIED. 


Committee of Creditors Named to Help 
the Receiver. 


The unraveling of the affairs of Daniel 
J. Sully & Co, did not make much progress 
yesterday. There were many conferences 
and there was much talk, but the upshot 
of it all was nothing more than the appoint- 
ment of a committee of creditors to act 
for the main body of creditors and to ad- 
vise the receivers if necessary. The com- 
mittee consists of R. Siedenburg, J. T. 
Gwathmey, G. A. Chapman, Edward Shear- 
son, and B. 8. Clark. 

The appointment of this committee was 
due to a mistake on the part of one of the 
creditors, who informed President McDoug- 
all of the Cotton Exchange that H. W. 
Taft, one of the receivers, had requested 
him to ask the creditors to appoint such a 
committee. Mr. Taft later explained that 
he had merely expressed regret at the dis- 
svlution of the old committee, which might 
have been of assistance to him. 

As it was, the impression gained ground 
that the recefvers had some offer of a set- 
tlement to make to the creditors through 
the committee. This, it turned out, was not 
the case. There were rumors of an offer of 
60 per cent. in cash and 40 per cent. in 
notes, but this offer did not materialize, 
though it may have been contemplated. Ac- 
cording to one of Mr. Sully’s representa- 
tives such an offer could only be made if 
some of Mr. Sully’s backers would come to 
his rescue, as the offer of 40 per cent. in 
cash and 60 per cent. in notes represented 
all his resources. 

Under the influence of settlement talk 
and the assurance that there would be no 
further suspensions the market turned 
strong and buoyant, with the May and July 
options’ crossing the 14-cent mark. 

Some effect was also produced by the an- 


nouncement that the firm of J.'H. Garrison 
& Co., who suspended on Saturday, had 
paid its obligaticns in full and had re- 
sumed. Its liabilities were said to’ have 
been small. 

One of the peculiar features of the day 
was a meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the Exchange which was held at noon, to 
investigate the sources of the many rumors 
of further failures which were circulated 
on Wednesday. One prominent Stock Ex: 
change Hcuse was accused of having pro- 
mulgauted them, but the floor member of 
this firm denied the story. The managers 
did not take any action. 


Burning Bedding Creates Excitement 
and Small Damage in Harlem. 


Bedding left on an, airshaft window 
sill in the five-story double tenement

The damage will hardly reach $1,000, and 
was mostly in the flat of three young wo- 
men named Flynn, on the third floor, the 
same from which the mattress and sheets 
had been put out to air.

PUBLIC SCHOOL ATHLETICS. 


Recommendatiens to Schoolmasters for 
the Imprevement of Sport. 


The Schoolmasters’ Association at its next 
meeting will be called upon to act on a 
number of recommendations to improve the 
condition of secondary athletics. The rec- 
ommendations are the result of a vigorous 
discussion at a meeting of the Principals of 
many of the leading schools, at which Dr. 
Charles W. Evans, Principal of the Bast 
Orange High School; Voigel Prettyman, 
Principal of Horace Mann High Schoohk and 
Dr. Luther Halsey Gulick, Director of 
Physical Training of the public schools of 
New York City, were appointed a commit- 
tee to formulate a plan of action. 

One of the most important resolutions ‘is 
to cempel all pupils to be in atteridance one 
full month before they will be entitled to 
represent the school in athletics. The pur- 
pose--of this is to prevent boys being 


brought into a school for'a particular. game. 
Then only those pupils who emaintain a 
grade of scholarship which will entitle them 
to promotion shall be elig?fBle to represent 
the school. Another resolution is that no 
pupil over nineteen years old shall eli- 
ee represent the school in any branch 

Pupils who are graduates of a four-year 
secondary school course are declared to be 
ineligible, and only those who-are taking 
full work in a regular gourse will be. per- 
mitted to compete. A es will b 
paved on Fridays or Saturdays or on lega 
holidays. 

In the event of the adoption of the reso- 
lutions by -the hoolmasters’ Association, 
the President. will appoint severt persons to 
act for one year, to decide wpon all mat- 
ters n ng attention between the schools 
entering into the agreement.

. Practical Side of Several Studies Told in 
Essays—Over 30,000 Children 
as Participants.

The public was yesterday invited to view 
® portion of the contribution of the schools 
of this city for the St. Louis Exposition. 
The exhibit occupied the hall and several 
of the rooms on the fifth floor of the hall 
of the Board of Education. 

The feature of the dispiay wes the mul- 
titude of Jarge photographs which present- 
ed in a most vivid manner every phase of 
the department. Day schools, night schools, 
piers, baths, playrrounds, Summer schools, 
and roof playgrounds were all in evidence. 
Particular attention was given to the spe- 
cial branches. Classes were shown making 
baskets, cooking, serving onthe table, 
sewing and performing physical exercises, 
very conceivable situation in which the 
classes could be placed in the performance 
ef their school duties was presented. 

Many small specimens of basketry, mat 
making, embroidery, and needlework were 
on exhibition. The practicability of- the 
teaching of sewing in the schools was 
argued by the girls in short essays. One 
of these, written in the form of a letter, 
was by Rosie Graham of Public Schoo] No, 
39, Brookiyn. It read: 

“Dear ‘Carrie: Here is the picture of a 
pretty corset cover that I have just made. 
We learned how to make them in school. 
We made a pattern and a small cover and 
I made this one at home from thé same 
pattern enlarged. Mother is so pleased to 
learn that I can now begin to help her with 
the sewing. Our family is a big one, you 
know, and there is much mending to be 
done." 

The practical side of nature study as 
taught in the schools was told’in an essay 
by Bessie Eberhardt,of Public School No. 
25, Manhattan. Her subject was ‘ The

SHAW AT APPRAISERS’ STORES. 


Visit Not Caused by Somerville’s Attack 
—New Rules to be Modified, 


Secretary of the Treasury Leslie M. Shaw 
devoted the forenoon yesterday to a visit 
to the Appraisers’ Stores, and «spent the 
whole of that time on the ninth floor, 
which is occupied by the offices of the 
Board of United States General Appraisers.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Duty on Borax Glass 5 Cents a Pound— 
Other Decisions. 


In a decision written by General Apprais- 
er Marioh Vriess the Board of General Ap- 
praisers yesterday overruled a protest by 
F. W. Braun & Co. of Los Angeles against 


the assessment of “ borax giass,’”’ or fused 
borax, as borax at 5 cents a pound. The 
importers claimed that it was »dutiable 
= er at 3 or 4 cents a pound as borate of 
soda. 

In a decisicn written by General Ap- 
vraiser Fischer, the beard overruled a pro- 
test by Evans & Son, Limited, of New 
York, against, the assessment of 45 per 
cent. duty as articles in part of metal on 
‘vampire ”’ fly traps, which are composed 
of metal wire, coated with 2 sticky sub- 
stance, and inclosed in a paper tube. The 
importers contended that it was dutiable 
at 20 per cent. as unenumerated manufact- 
ured articles.

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OBSTRUCTING RAPID TRANSIT. 

We should like to know what stand- 
ards of public conduct the Senate Com- 
mittee on Cities has set up for itself. 
Does the committee really think that it 
is wise or rational or quite safe to treat 
with contemptuous disregard the pub- 
lic opinion of this city authoritatively ex- 
pressed in favor of the Rapid Transit 
Cgmmission‘’s bills providing for further 
subway construction? The delegation of 
New Yorkers that appeared before the 
committee on Wednesday représented 
the City Government and the people. 
They spoke with authority, that is, for 
the parties in interest. Do the members 
of the committee want to have it under- 
stood that they set up their private opin- 
ions against the views presented by As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Guy on be- 
half of Mayor McCLELLAN, who said 
tha: the city authorities favored the two 
bills of the commission; of Mr. GEORGE 
L. Rives and Mr. ALBPRT B. BOARDMAN, 
counsel of the commission; of ex-Judge 
WitutraM N. COHEN, representing the 
East Side Rapid Transit Association, and 
ex-Judge W. M. K. OLcoTt, representing 
the West Side Rapid Transit Associa- 
tion; of ex-Tax Commissioner JAMES M. 
Wereuis, Mr. FREvERICK ULLMAN, Alder- 
man PrRck, and-others representing busi- 
ness organizations who appealed for 
urgency in behalf of the commission’s 
bilis? 

The supporters of the Elsberg bill have 
no authority to represent either the City 
Government or the city’s people. They 
speak for themselves and for the fad of 
municipal trading. Yet the committee 
treated them with such distinguished 
consideration~and the real representa- 
tives of public opinion in New York with 
such scant respect that it advised a com- 
promise. This is the same thing as say- 
ing that the committee is willing to take 
the responsibility of killing all rapid 
transit legislation and postponing for a 
year or longer the beginning of subway 
extension work which ought to be begun 
at once. 


THE “NEAR-SIDE” NUISANCE. 

Has the ordinance which requires sur- 
face street cars to stop upon the “ near 
side”’’ of the street any friends or de- 
fenders whatever? Is it hot the univer- 
sal belief that the practice it compels is 
a nuisance without mitigation—that it in- 
flicts inconvenience, delay, and discom- 
fort upon the public without any shadow 
of compensating advantage? ‘Do not 
about ninety-nine persons out of every 
hundred who talk about the matter at all 
denounce the ordinance? Why not do 
away with it at once? 

The complaint made against the ordi- 
nance by the members of the Women’s 
Health Protective Association is well 
founded. It compels passengers to enter 
or leave the street cars at points where 
there are no crosswalks. They must 
travel for a considerable distance through 
whatever mud, slush, snow, or pools of 
water may be found upon thé pavement. 
It delays and “holds up” pedestrians 
who seek to cross streets’ and avenues 
through which surface cars are operated, 
for the cars stop at precisely the point 
which makes all passing dangerous until 
they have proceeded on their way. The 
“ far-side ”’ stop occasions no such incon- 
venience. Motormen and conductors nat- 
urally make this ordinance dn excuse for 
refusing to stop at points which would 
be conyenient for passengers. 

The ordinance was an unwarrantable 
interference with public custom and pre- 
scription. A private corporation would 
be almost incapable of such disregard of 
the convenience of its patrons.

PORT ARTHUR. 

The capture of Port Arthur would evi- 
dently be the most striking and sensa- 
tional success which the Japanese could 
win. It would be the greatest humilia- 
tion for their enemy. It would also be 
the most exquisite morsel of revenge for 
themselves—because they .had captured 
the place and were in secure pessession 
of it nine years ago, when Russia, backed 
by France and Germany, ordered them 
out, and they yielded to superior force. 
If they could now drive Russia out of 
what Russia bullied theth out of there 
would be more rejoicing in Japan than 
over any other military success that is 
possible to the Japanese arms. 

These considerations may explain why 
rumors of the capture of Port Arthur re- 
cur with such frequency in the dispatches 
from the seat of war. But we can see 
no other basis for the rumors, and these 
considerations do not furnish a basis, 
oply an explanation. It may very well 
be that Port Arthur is not provisioned 
for a long siege, and that provisions 
which appear upon the Russian returns 
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the Japanese “might land. a "sufficient i ’ suit | 
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‘the t taste.” "Another Scotch whisky, 


force upon ‘the peninsule behind Port | which Js regularly made up for the mar- 


Arthur to disable the railroad, ‘and even 
to capture thé place, - “But such ‘a capt- 
ure, which would have to he effected by 
the landing of an expeditionary force 
from transports, would be ‘a most danger- 
ous thing to undertake, or.even to exe- 
cute, so long as the Russian force as- 
sembled upon the Manchurian side of the 
Yalu remained intact. The Russian 
Army must be beaten before the capture 
of the fortress comes. within the sphere 
of practical warfare. It seems to be 
agreed that the weather does not at pres- 
ent make practicable, and will-not for 
some weeks make practicable, a general 
Japanese advance, It may >be that 
when that advance'takes place, the Rus- 
sian force will not find itgelf sufficient 
to resist it, and ‘will fall back, not to 
Port Arthur, but up the tine of the rail- 
road toward Mukden, where. the Japanese 
difficulties will increase ‘as ‘the Russian 
difficulties diminish. In that case, Port 
Arthur may be expected to fall, almost 
of itself. But it, seems entirely safe to 
distrust: any account of the capture of 
{ Port Arthur which isnot preceded by the 
announcement of the defeat or retirement 
of the Russian Army on the Yalu, 
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BRIDGE TERMINAL PLANS. 

Mayor McCLBLLAN, ‘with commendable 
diligence and indugtry; has sotight: to 
find some solution of the “ bridge crush ”’ 
problem, It is his purpose to provide en- 
trance and exit facilities and means .of 
transportation on thé two bridges which 
will at. the lowest reasonable cost afford 
the maximum of public convenience. ~ 

Out of the multitude of’ plans Which 
have been submitted for consideration 
two have survived on their merits, and 
are still under. examination. One of 
these, called the Nichols. plan, ‘prepared 
by Chief Engineer NicHois with the ap- 
proval of Bridge ‘Commissioner Best, 
and, it is understood, of the Mayor also, 
provides for. extending the terminal of 
the Brooklyn Bridge to Worth and@.Céntre 
Streets, and the terminal of the Will- 
iamsburg Bridge to Delancey Street and 
the Bowery, with an elevated road con- 
necting. the two terminals. The othér 
plan, prepared by Chief: Engineer’ Par- 
sons, which is favored by the Rapid 
Transit Commission, provides a subway 
connection for the two bridge terminals. 
As between these two plans the consid- 
erations which would contral a.choice 
would seem to be those of cost and pub- 
lic accommodation.. It ought not to be 
difficult to determine ~which offers the 
greater relative advantage in both these 
respects. Mayor McCLELLAN has been 
studying the problem in an open-minded 
and enlightened way, without irrevocable 
commitment to any particular=wWay. of 
solving it, desifing only that-it shall be 
solved in the best way. He has, we be- 
lieve, expressed the belief that the three 
traction companies should use the bridge 
under some equitable working arrange- 
ment. This would seem w offer the larzg- 
est degree of accommodation ‘to passen- 
ger travel across the East River. 

It is to be hoped that the Mayor will 
keep at the work until a conclusion -has 
been reached. THe conditions at the end 
of the Brooklyn Bridge have long been a 
source of intolerable discomfort and peril. 
There is urgent need of remedial meas- 
ures there. The millions which have 
been spent in constructing the Williams- 
burg Bridge will be of little public use 
unless facilities are provided for making 
it accessible and traversible by the great 
crowds whose convenience it would serve.

THE “SCOTCH HIGHBALL.” 

It is always disagreeable to dispel 
agreeable illusions; but, when exact in- 
formation is at hand which is of public 
interest, to withhold it. that those likely 
to be shocked by it may continue to oc- 
cupy a fool’s paradise is to render a pub- 
lic disservice which the right-minded 
journalist cannot reconcile with his con- 
science. 

A great many people who do not really 
like the flavor of Scotch whisky drink it 
as the alcoholic component of the high- 


“Pall under the impression that it is at 


least pure and as free from hurtfal adul- 
teration as the. wind that Sweeps the 
heather-covered hillsides -of its native 
habitat. This may have been true when 
Scotch whisky was. made in a small way 
for home consumption, but- since its 
manufacture has become a great indus- 
try it keems to have become a concoction 
of almost anything, built:around a sim- 
ulated flavor. A revenue official whose 
duties bring him into Intimate relations 
with distillers -gives away in ‘The- Lon- 
don Tifmes some of. the laboratory secrets 
of the “business inthe making of certain 
popular blends of “ Scoteh ” which are 
well known in this country. jne of these, 
which is made up ina, Bonded ware- 
house in Scotland under the observation 
of the authority quoted, is compounded 
as follows: Two thousand gallons Bnglish 
spirit and five hundred gallons Taw grain 
patent spirit distiljed in’ Scotland. The. 
flavoring additions are probably no more 
hurtful than the fruit syrups of the soda 
fountains. Not a cask of the ‘ blend” 
is a year old when marketed, ° Indeed, 
age would not help it, ‘as the pature of 
patent spirit is such that’ time has 
little or no mellowing inflyence - ‘upon it. 
The patent spirit contains practically 
none of the by-products of distillation 
found in malt whisky; and which give it 
its chief value as compared with a sim- 
ple admixture of aléohol and. water. 
Another well-known “ blend’ is said to 
be compoundéd as follows: Six hundred 
gallons crude English spirit trem London 
or Liverpool, 1,308 gallons crude” Scotch 
grain alcohol less than’ a year ojd, 400 
gallons Highland or Lowland malt whisky 
less than @ yous old, nee 


ket in one of the Government warehouses 
and largely exported, conststs chiefly of 
raw grain spirit less than a year old. 
“ But,” says the expert— 
There are worse blends than these. Eng- 
lish’ spirit. by itself is every week being 
made up and sent out as Irish and Scotch 
whisky. It ig simply reduced, rages and 
bottled, and led ‘Scotch ” * Trish,”’ 
according to the needs of ia customer. 
And all this takes place in the bonded 
warehouses of the country, with the full 
cognizance and consent of our excise and 
customs. officials, who are; actualy cau- 
tioned-not to-interfere. What may not oc- 
cur behind the public house bar or In the 
privacy of the “ « bientier’ s" or dealer’s own 
premises? 
‘This is disquieting.~ From it, however, 
one cannot safely draw the deduction 
that since the Scotch blends are so open 
to suspicion, ‘he is sdfer in dependence 
upon native rye as the spirituoug base 
of his Jong drink. . If the secrets of some 
of the famous blends produced in this 
cotntry were-told they might be no more 
reassuring than ,the information con- 
cerning what has so long and so sutcess- 
fully masqueraded as usquebaugh or real 
Highland ° “ wuskey,” with the smell of 
turf smoke ‘permeating it. No doubt it 
is possible to get pure whisky, mellow, 
ripe, and well matured, if one goes the 
right way about it,. but that he often 
succeeds in doing so, or ever does in his 
casual assimilation of the popular high- 
ball, is more than doubtful. Diamonds 
have been found on the Broadway side- 
walks, but they are not. so. numerous 
that looking for them would be. repaid. 
It is a pretty safe generalization respect- 
ing the highball that the best thing in 
it is-the carbonated water—and one can- 
not always be sure of that. 
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SIR EDWIN ARNOLD. 


One of the public services which Sir 
Epwin ARNOLD performed, without in 
the least meaning it, was to abate the 
conceit of the homonymous, but not, we 
believe, traceably consanguineous, Mat- 
THEW, “of that. ilk.” The .author.of 
“Culture and Anarchy,” on the one 
hand, and of ‘“‘Sohrab and Rustum * on 
the other, had an armor of proof against 
most American misunderstandings. But 
to be acclaimed by American reporters, 
trom Boston to Duluth, as the author of 
the “Light of Asia” and other poems 
immensely more popular than his own, 
was more-than he could bear—all the 
less tolerable because it was not openly 
resentible. If the fastidious poet and es- 
sayist resented it, even in his private let- 
ters, the fact has been discreetly edited 
out of the published version of those 
letters. 

Indeed, the contrast was very striking 
between the shrinking: scholar, who 
shrank from “ notoriety” unless it dis- 
tinctly involved “celebrity,” and’ the 
hustling journalist whose attitude -to- 
ward notoriety was that of the French 
Marshal toward music. He was “ not 
afraid of it.” As a matter of fact, Sir 
Epwitn ARNOLD was a journalist, first 
and last and all the time. ‘He had, when 
he was thinking out the topic and devel- 
opment of an epic poem, a sense of the 
“actual” and the generally interesting, 
a “nose for news,” just as much as when 
he was laying out the editorial page of 
The London Telegraph in the days when 
that was his principal vocation. 

Naturally, considering our own profes- 
sion, we do not by that remark intend to 
disparage Sir Epwrn. Only to charac- 
terize him. And he was undoubtedly a 
man of a“wide intéllectual curiosity. 
Consider, since the time of Ciive and 
the Anglo-Indian pioneers,~how few Eng- 
lishmen in India have taken any trouble 
at all to learn about the civilization they 
were engaged in superseding. The few- 
ness of them is a singular tribute to the 
insular incuriosity of the majority. Sir 
Epwin, during his six years’ residence, 
was a shining exception to the rule. He 
learned his Sanskrit, his old Persian, his 
whatever was necessary to enable him to 
pursue his investigations into the ancient 
culture of India, and. learned them, it 
may be admitted, not like a journalist, 
but like a scholar. And’he really assim- 
ilated the results of.this study. 

In this respect one might almost call him 
the successor of Sir Winu1amM Jongs. It 
is true that in the delineation of the mod- 
ern life“of India he yields without a con- 
test, not only to such a genius as Kip- 
LING, but to such a talent as that of Mr. 
Pum Rostnson, ta which Sir Epwin 
rendered frank and ungrudging recogni- 
tion. But his studies nevertheless bore 
valuable fruit, for it was the soul of In- 
dia that he tried to reach, the edsence 
of which the external aspects of modern 
Indian life are the phenomena. The ef- 
fort was not in vain. ‘The “Dight of 
AsiaY”’ remains, and is likely to remain, 
not only the first but the most success- 
ful of. the attempts of a foreigner to 
convey to his ‘pedple, which in this case 
meant the Westerh World, the meaning 
and the mystery of the religion of 
Buddha. 

After all, this also is a piece of versi- 
fied journalism. It is the interest of 
the subject, not the exquisiténess of the 
craftsmanship, that attracts the reader. 
It would-be a-pleasure to quote some of 
the stanzas, or lines, or phrases, which 
vindicate Sir Epwfx’s claim to a place 
among the poets. But it would be in vain 
to attempt to establish that claim in that 
way. The verse is too easy, too glib, too 
“ journalistic ” to count as poetry. When 
so facile and versatile a versifier has not 
written a line, after so many yearg, 
which has got into the handbooks of quo- 
tation, when not even the most admiring 
readers of his epies or his lyrics can re- 
™ to you a single passage upon which

That, cer 
tainly, is the height of mad folly... For Sar- 
atoga isa pretty bad. place; and has been 
for a good many years. So faras acts go, 
of course, nothing is done there that is pot 
done in innumerable other places. The 
difference is in the way. of doing; or; rath- 
er, in the way the doing ts defended, ex- 
cused or palliated by people nominally repu- 
tablé on the plea-that thé prosperity of the 
village depéads- on the granting of ‘Im- 
munity to its criminals: That plea is whis- 
pered here, now and then, but not by those 
who are, or even: call themselves, citizens 
of the better class. For the most part we 
are ashamed of Our wickedness and applaud 
efforts for its suppression. If any in Sara- 
toga aye ashamed they are a minority too 
small to make. themselves audible, and the 
efficient majority decree that the. practice 
of the municipal virtues there shall bé Iim- 
ited to the Winter months, when it: doesn’t 
interfere with business.

——The ‘story which came from Labrador 
yesterday Was so similar, in its wealth of 
tragic and pathetic incidents, to those im- 
agined by the writers of novels of advent- 
ure, that it. was hard to. keep in mind, while 
reading it, that here was a record of-deeds 
done and sufferings experienced by men 
who a few months ago were’ walking the 
streets of New York.

The fidelity of 
this Cree Indian is a notable feature of the 
episode. Presumably his own danger would 
have been small had he been. willing. to 
abandon his white companions tn their help- 
leesness, but he did not leave them until it 
was perfectly obvious that for him ‘to push 
ahead was their only chance as well as his. 
That Hvusparp was left behind, sick and 
without food, while his slightly stronger 
companions went on, is something of a 
shock to the sentimentalism that does not 
reason, but without any question at: all it 
was the right thing to do.

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T REVIVED BY E HEART MASSAGE. 


Successful Cases Described to Philadel- 
phia Physicians. 


‘From The Philadeiphia Public Ledger. 

Dr. W. W. Keen declared at a meeting 
of the Philadelphia County Medical So- 
ciety last night that a most remarkable 
field of surgety had been opened in cardiac 
massage, whereby life ap ently extinct 
had. been restored by renewing the heart's 
pulsation. 

“Life appdrently extinct hasbeen re- 
newed, or shall we say the dead them- 
sélves have been brought back to life,’’ said 
the dector, “ by continuing the heart’s pul- 
sation when it has closed by forcing the 
physical action through massage:”’ 

Dr. Keen made this tmportant assertion 
when he diseussed “‘a. case of abdominal 
hysterectomy in which massage of the 
heart for chloroform collapse was em- 
ployed.” 

The operation, which the famous sur- 
geona .of the world; primarily in Europe, 
have employed twenty-seven times; has 
been successful twice. Dr. Keen was him- 
self one of the first to resort to the delicate 
use of the knife in this country, but was 
unsuccessful. He reported how, when in 
operating for “* Total Laryngectomy,” the 
heart ceased to beat, respiration’ was ab- 
Sent, and coHapse from chloroform. com- 
plete,-the diaphragm was cut open and the 
massage method employed. Death in this 
instance had been apparent for at least five 
minutes before the operation. was under- 
taken. .When at.the end of that time the 
heart had beefi exposed and massage ap- 
plied, the. heart resumed its pulsation, and 
the respiration was restored by artificial 
means, but death occurred within thirty 
minutes. 

After the incisian in ‘the diaphragm, 
which should be made within five min- 
utes after Hfe is apparently extinct, Dr. 
Keen. described the massage method in 
brief as follows: “‘Place oné hand on the 
exterior, and with the other apply the 
massage to the lower lobe of the organ. 
Within five minutes the. pulsation of the 
heart is restored. While cardiac massage 
is applied artificial methods of respiration 
must be applied at the same time." 

Dr. Keen. mentioned two successful cases, 
ang declared when surgery had perfected 
the exact method of applying the massage 
one of the greatest advances. of* surgery 
would be achieved. 

In explaining the experiment which had 
given-this operation to surgery Dr. Keen 
related laboratory experiments with dogs’ 
hearts taken from the bodies after death. 
In these experiments the hearts had been 
frozen forty hours, and. fifty hours after 
death the pulsation had been restored by 
massage, 


INDEPENDENCE OF FILIPINOS. 


Thinks Question Should Be Submitted 
to Vote of the People.

It is 
true they had the power, but they did not 
haye the right; and in doing so they violat- 
ed a principle which how seems subverted 
and destroyed, ‘the principle of liberty, 
upen which the foundation of this great 
Government was placed by the patriot 
army, by the signers of the Declaration of 
Independonce, and by the men who framed 
and adopted the Constitution itself. 

Mr. Taft advises that the Philippine ques- 
tion ‘should not be submitted to the people. 
The theory of this Government is that it 
is.one of the people, and on this question 
we have never had an opportunity to ex- 
press an opinion, and I am shocked at the 
recklessness of Mr. Taft boldly advocating 
that we should not be allowed this privi- 
lege which is our birthright, which is the 
most prominent feature of our citizenship.

GE.| COMPULSORY SCH SCHOOL 
LAW HELD AS YALID 


Court Imposes. Fine for Violating 
Its Age Provisions. 


FIRST DECISION RENDERED

| Justice Roesch Mulcts Chelsea Jute 
Mills for Employing ‘Eleven-Year- 
Old Annie Ventro. 


Justice Roesch, in the Fourth District 
Municipal Court, yesterday fined the Chel- 
sea Jute Mills of Brooklyn $50 for employ-' 
ing Annie Ventro, eleven years: old, in ‘its 
Brooklyn factory in violation of the com- 
pulsory school Iaw forbidden the employ- 
ment of children less than fourteen years 
old during the school year, being the first 
action under the law, which took effect 
May .7 last. 

The City of New York pressed the. case 
and will receive the penalty. The company 
attacked the constitutionality of the meas- 
ure and pleaded that when the child was 
engaged; on April 7 last, she declared that 
she was “‘sixteen passed” and gave the 
forewoman an affidavit made by her: fa-, 
ther that she was born April 4, 1887. Both 
parents testified that this. affidavit was 
false, and Justice Roesch declared thet this 
was evident -to the most casual observer, 
yet the company passively and compla- 
cently accepted the document. 

‘She was a living picture of the results 
of child labor in a factory at a delicate 
age,’’ said the Justice. 

The evidence showed that the little girl 
worked ten andia half hours a day at emp- 
tying bobbins, until the opening of the trial, 
three .weeks ago, and her stunted figure 
and pallor as she appeared in court prompt- 
ed, the Justice's. remarks and evoked much 
sympathy from the spectators. 

‘Children are. the. wards of the State,’’ 
said the Justice in his decision, “and the 
the State is particularly interested in their 
well-being as future members of the body 
politic, and has an inherent right to pro- 
tect itself-and them against the. baneful 
effects of ignorance, infirmity, or danger 
to life and limb.’ 

He cited the case of the Pierson family of 
White Plains, who were prosecuted -for 
permitting a child to die of diphtheria un- 
der the hands of Christian Scienee healers 
instead of calling in a regular practitioner’, 
and the sustained laws providing for the 
compulsory vaccination of children, - and 
declared that parents and corrupt notaries 

alike ‘connive at the employment of children 
under, the statutory age. The contention 
of the Chelsea Mills that they had acted in. 
good faith he said would, if sustained, 
“put a. premium on perjury to obtain em- 
ployment,’’ and that employers of children 
take them at their own peril if violating 
the law, 

“If this law’ be declared invalid,” he 
said, ‘‘the door wil! be thrown open wide 
to the most noxious kinds of child labor.” 

The case, which it is understood is large- 
ly a test, was bitterly contested. Corpora- 
tion ‘Counsel John J. Delany and Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel John C. Breckin- 
ridge appeared for the city, George W. 
Alger for the Child Labor Committee, and 
the, Chelsea Jute Mills were represented

A BOOKKEEPER AS AJAX

Those wise people who did not expect 
much of the production of the ‘‘ Ajax” of 
Sophocles fast night (at Clinton Hall, Clin- 
ton Street, near Grand, on the lower east 
Side) were rewarded by being pleasantly 
disappointed. With an Attic tragedy in a 
modern scenic .production and a band of 
New York Greeks speaking Sophoclean 
mumbers and dancing through pagan cho- 
ruses there was sure to be many discrep- 
encies. But better a thousand times a 
Wwell-meant amateur performance than bad 
art and false archaeology, and the perform- 
ence was simple, earnest, and sincere. An 
audience which was three parts from swell- 
dom and one part from the Greek colony 
followed it with rapt attention. It was the 
first production of the play in New York, 
ahd even if it does not lead to the addition 
of a Greek theatre to the Italian, Yiddish, 
and German theatres of the east side, it 
lent a welcome touch of variety to the the- 
atric life of the metropolis. 

The scene showed the hut of Ajax in a 
grove of stage trees, with a view cf the sea- 
shore in the background. The change of 
scene; (there are no dramatists like <he 
Greeks for smashing the classic unities) was 
denoted by withdrawing the tent. The 
suicide of Ajax, which Sophocles (again 
ignoring what now pass for the rules of 
the classic drama) placed in full view on 
the stage, took place so that the body fell 
behind a stage rock. The chorus, instead 
of being in front of the stage proper, oc- 
cupied the same space as the actors, the 
altar being in the centre of the front of 
the stage. The costumes wefe in the 
fiomeric fashion, which is a _ piece uf 
archaeology anything but Athenian. But 
what of all this! The scene was attractive, 
the costumes rich in color and artistically 
biended in their contrasts. 

The young man who played Ajax is said 
to be in private life a bookkeeper. On the 
stage he is of stalwart form, clad in a rich 
costume of mahogany and orange tawny. 
His presence is commanding, with simple; 
broad. gestures. The opening scene, in 
which he appears in his God-sent delusion 


before Athene and Odysseus, is full of 
noble frenzy.. Later, when the madness has 
cleared from his brain and he realizes that 
the object of his recent fury was not Odys- 
seus and the rest of the Greeks, but mere 
sheep and oxen, the actor’s denotement of 
shame and remorse was large and austerely 
mobile. The great soliloguy at the end of 
Which he runs upon the sword of Hector 
‘Was not without a touch of imaginative 
fire. His gestures, it is true, were not 
always smooth and iifelike. It is possible, 
too, that he missed the rhythm of his lines. . 
if so, there were many in the audience to 
whom the text was even more Greek than 
to him. 

In the chorus of sailors the lack of Hel- 
lenic plastique was of course even moré 
obvious than in the actors. The poetry of 
its motions was all too redolent of the fore- 
castle. When falsely assured by Ajax that 
he had abandoned the project of sucide it 
«ircled about the altar in a dance that can 
only .be called a Homeric hornpipe. Its 
singing to the archaic music of Willys Peck 
Kent left much to be desired. Yet to those 
who have never before witnessed a Greek 
chorus in action it must have given a fresh 
and vivid impression of its theatric pogsi- 
bilities. ' 

The passage after the death of. Ajax, in 
which Teucro; wrangles with Menelaos 
and Agamemnon as to whether the body is 
to be given the rites of burial, which has 
distressed modern critics with its lack of 
Hellenic dignity, proves one of the most 
effective in the play, as no doubt it was to 
Athenian audiences. The three actors threw 
themselves into the wordy combat with no 
little spirit. 

Altogether the rformance is one of 
much curiosity and interest. It will be re- 
peated to-nignt and to-morrow afternoon 
and evening Miss Mabel. Hay Barrows, 
under wrose direction it is given, has al- 
ready successfully conducted a similar pro- 
duction at Hul House, Chicago. The name 
of the charity ‘to which the proceeds are 
to be given is emitted from the programme.

Dr. Elgar’s Work Sung by the Oratorio 
Society — First Appearance of 
Miss Muriel Foster. 


It was.entirely justifiable that the Ora- 
torio Society should devote the last concert 
of its season to a repetition of Dr. Edward 
Elgar’s oratorio ‘“‘ The Apostles,’ which it. 
gave some weeks ago at a special benefit 
performance. The work itself is one that 
deserves speedy repetition and further 
study, on the part not only of the execu- 
tants, but also of the listeners; for its 
elaborate scale, the novelty of its style, and 
the very extensive means of expression the 
composer employs make exacting de- 
mands upon both alike. There was evident- 
ly a considerable interest to hear the work 
again, and there was a large audience 
present. 

The chorus and orchestra under Mr. | 
Damrosch's direction had worked hard to | 
prepare for the previous production; but 
there had plainly been still more labor 
profitably expended upon it since then, 
and there were more confidence and cer- 
tainty in last night's performance, a greater 
freedom and finish. Moreover, the two solo 
parts for female voices were more com- 
petently sung than on the previous occa- 
sion, and the music allotted to Mary Mag- 
dalene is of such importance that the im- 
provement counted for much in the effect 
of the whole. 

This was sung by Miss Muriel Foster, 
one of the most admired English contralto 
singers ¢f the present day, and the one 
to whom the part was intrusted at the [first 
performance of “‘ The Apoeties”’ under Dr. 
Elgar's direction at Birmingham last Au- 
tumn. The other woman’s part, that of 
Mary, the mother of Jesus, was taken by 
Mrs. Theodore J. Toedt. The solos for 
men’s voices were sung by the singers 
who undertook them before, David Bisp- 


ham, Gwylm Miles, Edward P. Johnson, 
and Fredérick Wheeler. 

“ The Apostles’ gave an effect of greater 
continuity and directness than it did upon 
its first hearing. This was partly, no doubt, 
cwing to the improvement in the perform- 
ance; but partly also to a greater familiar- 
-ty with its style and the insight into its 
complexities gained through the rretleption

it still seems more the product of refleption 
than of inspiration, and there are g 

ssages that cannot seem other than 
abored and lacking in consecutive logical 
development. 

On the other hand, the extraordinary 
brilliancy of the orchestration and the many 
vivid and stirring effects that are gained 
through the orchestra's cc-operation with 
the chorus —effects that immensely in- 
creased the vividness of the setting and the 
atmosphere of reality surrounding the sa- 
cred story—were more striking than ever. 
Whetever may be thought of “The Apos- 
tles,”’ its originality and strength cannot 
be denied, nor the glowing sincerity with 
which it is written. Quite apart from the 
technical mastery and the command of 
modern resources with which it is achieved, 
it is work in spirit and in style such as no 
other living master could produce. Its 
method of treatment re a new signifi- 
cance and new possibilities to oratorio. 

Mics Muriel Foster sang the music of the 
Magdalen with intense conviction, moving 
dramatic power ana deep pathos, She is a 
singer gifted with temperament and great 
resources pf emotional expression. Yet her 
voice is not of the highest beauty of color 
and quality--‘ is of the typical English 
eontraito kind, of which we have had sev- 
eral conspicuous examples in the last sea- 
gon or two. The contralto voice seems to 
flourish in England as nowhere else, but 
there is usually something of coldnéss and 
hollowness in ii, and from these things 


Miss Fost&ér’s f not wholly exempt. Nor is 
her production of tone wholly beyond cavil. 
. But her interpretation of the character 
which Dr. Elgar has molded so prominently 
into the substance of his oratorio was an 
extremely fine one, and may be taken, in- 
deed, as that which the composer desired 
for it. Mrs. Toedt sang the part of Mary 
with great beauty of style and of yoice. 
Ti is & kind of music in which she should 
be heard oftener than she has been in re- 
cent years. J 


THE KALTENBORN QUARTET. 


The Kaltenborn Quartet gave its ‘third 
and last concert of the present season last 
night at Mendelssohn Hall. It had the 
important assistance of Mr. Leopold Win- 
kler, who was, indeed, the most conspic- 
vous figure at the entertainment, appear- 
irg with Mr. Heine in the ‘cello sonata of 
Richard Strauss, and having the most im- 
portant part of the Schubert«piano quintet, 
the “ Forellen,”” The third number of the 
programme, in the order of performances 
the first, was Mozart's quartet in D’major, 
No. 21. 

The Kaltenborn Quartet is distinguished 
among local chamber-music organizations 
by the thoroughness of its rehearsals. It is 
never, or very seldom, guilty of the pre- 
sumption of “ reading”’ in publie and for 
gate money. On the other hand, the lapses 
from correctitude of intonation have been 
its most besetting sin. These were not 
much in evidence last night while the thor- 
oughness of preparation was. The result 
Was a very enjoyable concert. That there 
is nothing to say about the performance 
of the Mozart quartet, as there is nothing, 
unless there be everything to say about the 
work itself, may be taken for praise. And 
Schubert's piano quintet is as innocent, as 
unpretentious, and as free from the impu- 
tation of a desire to do anything beyond 
making music as the Mozart 
It is quite as remote from ‘‘ the heaviness, 
the fever and the fret’ which characterize 
modern music. It was very sympathetical- 
ly played; thanks largely, no doubt, to Mr. 
Winkler’ sympathetic performance of the 
leading part. In that the quartet had also 
the assistance of Mr. Kahkolf at the contra- 
bass, whose ungrateful task it is to under- 
pin the piano; or, like Jill, to “come 
grumbling after.”’ 

The Schubert quintet is very 
as well as yery innocent. The Mozart quar- 
tet is, ‘‘ex vi termini,” both. But that the 
Richard Strauss sonata should be both, as 
it is, may have been a surprise to many 
hearers.. It is really a well-behaved ‘cello 
and plano sonata. 


FOR NEW ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 


About 400 prominent residents of Brook- 
lyn met in Historical Hall, Clinton and 
Pierrepont Streets, that borough, last night 
to discuss the erection of a new Academy 
of Music to take the place of the structure 
lately destroyed by fire. Borough Presi- 
dent Littleton presided, and in opening the 
meeting said, in part: 

* Brooklyn will die socially, educationally, 
and to some extent politically, unless we 
build a place where these essentials of civi- 
lized life may be cultivated and enjoyed. 
Brooklyn is drawing further away from ac- 
cess to the high-class places of amusement. 
We are here to make a final struggle to 
hold together Brooklyn’s love of locality 
and pride of neighborhood.”’ 

Plans for the erection of a building some- 
where in the central part of Brooklyn, and 
costing $1,000,000, were presented by Frank 
Bailey, Chairman of.a committee appointed 
from various Brooklyn organizations, and 
the plans were adopted by those present.

SiR EDWIN ARNOLD DEAD 


Author of “The Light ofAsia” Was 
Seventy-two Years Old. - 


HIS ILLNESS A- BRIEF ONE 


Ot tte ee 
He Continued His Literary Work Until 
Quite Recently—His Second Wife 
Was an American. 


LONDON, March 24.—Sir Bdwin Arnold 
died in London this morning. 

Although Sir Edwin suffered of late years 
from partial paralysis he was not taken 
seriously ill until last week, and gradually 
lost strength. He had a relapse early this 
morning, did not rally, and died peacefully 
at 10:30 o’clock 

Sir Edwin continued his literary work 
until quite recently, his last writing being 
in connection with the Russo-Japanese war, 
in which he was greatly interested. 

The funeral will take place on March 28. 
The body will be cremated at Woking. 


Sir Edwin Arnold, born on June 10, 1832, 
was the second son of Robert Coles Arnold, 
a Sussex Magistrate, and he was educated 
at King’s Sthool, Rochester; King’s Col- 
lege, London, and at University College, 
Oxford, wher: in 1852, at the age of twenty, 
he first displayed his literary ability in the 
poem “Feast of Belshazzar,’ which won 
him the Newdigate Prize. 

After leaving Oxford Arnold was sent to 
India, where he became Principal of Poona 
College, in the Mahratta District. 

Returning from India he became connect- 
ed with The London Dally Telegraph, of 
which later he became the head. Whatever 
time he could spare from his journalistic 
duties he spent in the East, and he empha- 
sized his Oriental tastes by marrying for 


his third wife Tama Kurokawa, a Japanese 
woman, 

His second marriage, in 1869, (his first 
wife having been an Englishwoman who 
died in 18t4,) was not less romantic. He 
was in the British Museum one day when 
his attention was attracted by one of Peru- 

no's paintings. More striking than that, 

owever, proved a young woman whom he 
found copying the picture. He did not rest 
until the beautiful Miss Fannie Channing, 
a.daughter of the Rev. William Henry 
Channing of Boston, became his bride. She 
died in 1889. \ 

“The Tight of Asia,”’ the poem upon 
which his fame chiefly rests, was begun 
late in 1878 and finished early in 1879. In 
1801 he published ‘‘The Light of the 
World,”’ in which he attempted to do for 
the Hfe of Christ what he had done for 
that of Buddha, but the work was not so 
well received as his earlier poem. 

In 1877, when Queen Victoria was pro- 
claimed Empress of India, he was made a 
Companion of the Star of India. Later he 
became a Knight Commander of the Indjan 
Empire..-In 1889 he traveled extensively in 
the United’ States, and while in America 
was entertained by George W. Childs. He 
is survived by six children. One son, Wa- 
win Lester old, is well known as an 
author.

Among the simplest of a number of beau- 
tiful French gowns is one of dark blue taf- 
fera—a ‘soft silk, with small figures in the 
weave. The bodice_is nearly hidden by 
capes of embroidered white batiste, and the 
yoke ts made of narrow rows of Valen- 


ciennes lace. It is a very short yoke, but- 
toned in front with tiny pearl buttons. 
There is no stock, but a little turn-over 
collar of the batiste edged with narrow 
“Val.” lace. The batiste cape is double, 
extending from the yoke well below ‘the 
shoulder blades in the back, and the lower 
art of the. cape has a vest-like front to 
he waist lne. There is a crush belt of the 
material set with small bows of the dark 
blue, with a touch of pale-green silk, and 
there is another bow of the blue with.the 
green at the bust line on the cape. The 
cape fits smoothly over the shoulders. The 
sleeves are full and with deep, close-fitting 
cuffs, or it may be said that the lower part 
of the sleeve is close fitting and formed of 
the insertions of “ Val.’ lace, 
*,° 

Valenciennes. lace, which has been little 
used for some time, is coming to the fore, 
and is seen.in many of the handsomest 
gcwns. One of these, in white chiffon, is 
set with bands of the lace in linked medal- 
lions. These form undulating lines in the 


skirt, and ‘in the bodice are carried down on 
either side of the front and around to the 
sides, giving a jecket effect. Here the me- 
dallions are outlined with pale blue silk, as 
are some of thé lines of medallions in the 
skirt. The pale blue, with the sheet mate- 
rial of the frock and the lace, is exceedingly 
pretty.

Green is to be a good color this year, and 
s¢me of the smartest frocks are seen in it, 
One of these is a reseda green silk, the 
waist showing a quantity of repoussé, the 
new lace. This is let into the bodice at in} 
tervals around the lower part, and carried 
up five or six inches. The front of the 
bodice opens over a fall of lace. The stock 


is formed of bands of golden braid on either 
side of a narrow pink-flowered ribbon. The 
base of the stock is of cerise velvet, two 
points showing the gold braid, ribbon, and 
the cerise velvet on either side of the open 
front of the gown. This front is outlined 
with buttonhole effects on either side, loops 
of narrow gold braid outlining small ovals 
of the flowered ribbon. The sleeves are of 
the leg-o’-mutton variety, and a frill of the 
lace falls from the back seam, from shoul- 
der to wrist. Set on either side of this open 
seam, as well as on the bodice around the 
inserts of lace, is soutache braid put on to 
give the effect of false buttonholes, the 
ibraid being the color of the gown. It gives 
a very pretty finish to the bodice. The 
skirt is very full around the lower edge, 
full shirred pieces being set in at intervals 
about half way down its length.

Interest in the stock market so largely 
begins and ends with the Northern Se-

Each of the 
group closed at an advance from the 
lowest. but at concessions from the high- 
est, with a range for the day scarcely 
exceeding a point, so that the alterations 
were fractional, A better comparison to 
, discover the market’s temper was with 
* the previous day’s prices and with those 
of the Exchange. They approximated by 
, reduction on the Exchange rather than 
by advances on the curb. The curb 
“when released” price for Great North- 
ern preferred is still] a point or two be- 
low the Exchange price, but the decline 
of 8% on the Exchange yesterday cuts 
the previous difference between the Ex- 
change and curb prices in half. This 
spojis some rainbows based on the ear- 
lier and higher prices on the Exchange, 
which now have gone the way of other 
pegged prices. Such incidents have wider 
influence than upon the specific proper- 
ties, each contributing a mite to the un- 
settling of confidence which lies at the 
bottom of much present depression. 
Upon the Stock Exchange business lost 
all its snap and half its volume. There 
was no following of the market up by 
eager buyers on values after the demand 
of the shorts was satisfied, and there was 
no selling of the market down by neces- 
sitous holders of undistr.butables, which 
should be distinguished irom indigesti- 
bles. As @ consequence business relapsed 
into familiar apathy. The ticker bo¥s 
‘resumed their novels, and the gazers at 
the blackboards relieved their yawns by 
(reminiscences of Tuesday’s thrilling mo- 
lments. This is literally true of the mid- 
day business,-but the opening and clos- 
ing hours were so active that the volume 
wus maintained above 600,000 shares, 
but only at the expense of an average 
decline exceeding.a point. Union Pacific, 
‘Southern Pacific, St. Paul, and Pennsyl- 
vania were conspicuous for both activity 
‘and softnéss, and, as so often happens on 
such days, Brooklyn Rapid Transit and 
‘Amalgamated were made strong and 
lively, as though to stiffen the list. 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit, it seems, is to 
jyhave a good Summer's business—which 
is always emphasized when the Winter 


has been disappointing—and Amalga- 


mated ostensibly sympathized with the 
metal inatket. There are many who like 
to deal in such stocks while disbelieving 
in their worth, upon the theory that the 
insiders have such a large proportion of 
them that they must make a market. 
The Steel stocks were weak, an& both 
doubters and believers in higher values 
generally upon the theory of better iron 
business make a note of it, Steel is not 
high enough for a‘ good iron business, 
and if there is not a good iron business, 
prices other than for Steel lack one good 
talking point. There wag little of inter- 
est in the bond market beyond its loss of 
volume in sympathy with the stock mar- 
ket, 

The day’s news was unimportant and 
received little attention. The Bank of 
England maintained its discount rate, 
which of course acts as a bid for our 
gold, but the approaching exports would 
arouse more interest in a different state 
of the money market and bank surplus. 
The time may not be so very distant, as 
Panama, Cuba, and ,Havana between 
them are to’ receive about a hundred 
millions of our cash. Everybody says 
money is the cheapest thing going, and 
yet New York City bonds sold at their 
lowest prices yesterday. We may be 
able to send London some of our securi- 
ties instead of gold, as the London bears 
must cover on Saturday, and London 
“has not felt the full force of our upturn 
yet.

LATEST WHISKY TRUST SUIT. 


Organizers Again Charged with Taking 
Millions of Secret Profits. 


Suits against the men prominent in the 
organization of the Distilling Company of 
America, commonly known as the Whisky 
Trust, came to light yesterday, in which 
the charges of secret profits amounting to 
$7,000,000, that formed the basis of the 
Bijur suits of four years ago against prac- 
tically the same defendants, are renewed 
by Edwin Blum, who claims to be the own- 
er of 2,800 shares of the stock of the com- 
bination. The suits were down for a hear- 
ing On a motion to vacate an order pre- 
viously granted for the examination of 
Blum as to his good faith in instituting the 
action. The hearing was before Justice 
Gildersleeves in Special Term of the Su- 
preme Court, ‘and at its close it was or- 
dered that the examination of Blum be pro- 
ceeded with. .This examination will prob- 
‘ably take place within a week. 

It was charged by Blum that in the or- 

anization of the Distilling Company $10,- 

,000 of preferred stock and $13,000,000 of 
common stock to the net value of $7,500,000 
Was appropriated. 

In the affidavits of the defendants sub- 
mitted yesterday with one from Charles C. 
Deming, it is recited that the Bijur suits, 
which were brought in 1890, when a prop- 
osition was being put through to raise ad- 
ditional working capital by issuing’ $5,000,- 
000 bonds of the Kentucky Distilleries and 
Warehouse Company, were stopped after 
the payment by Mr. Deming of $30,000 to 
Mr. Bijur. It is further alleged that Blum 
is a young man of about twenty-one years, 
employed in the office of F. ‘St. Goar,.a 
broker of 25 Wall Street, is without means, 
and is a cousin of Mr. Bijur’s wife. The 
defendants expect to show, they state, that 
the identical stock on which Blum now 
brings suit was voted as ratifying the 
transactions of which he complains. 

Counter affidavits were presented by the 

laintiff in which he acknowledges that he 
s the owner of 200 shares of stock. and 
holds the remaining 2,600 shares for parties 
whose names he declines' to disclose. In 
this connection Blum says that his refusal 
to disclose the owners of the stock is be- 
cause he believes that it is the policy of 
the defendants not to meet the isssue 


“squarely, but to frighten off parties suing 


them by intimidation and threats of social 
and financial ruin.

JEWELL DIVORCE SUITS. 


Wife Loses in Her Action Against the 
ex-United States Appraiser.
